In persuance t© an order of the worshipful court of Pleas and 
Quarter Session of Hardeman County, Tennessee, I have proceeded to run 
and mark the lines between Hardeman County and Fayette County in con- 
junction Kith DANIEL JOHNSTON, surveyor, on the part of Fayette County. 
By beginning at a post oak on the South Boundary of the state in the fifth 
range and first section in the tenth surveyors District, one mile west from 

the South East corner of range and section thence North paralleled 

with the fourth range line twenty-seven miles to a post oak, a corner 
of Haywood County. I have also run and marked the line between the 
North boundary of Hardeman County and South boundary of Haywood County 
by beginning at said pest oak the North West Corner of Hardeman County, 
in Range five and Section six, thence last six miles to the South West 
Corner of Madison County. Nov. 21st. 1825.

RECORDS OF HARDEMAN COUNTY, TENNESSEE 

Hardeman County, Tennessee was formed by an act of the Legislature 
passed at Murfreesboro, Tennessee on 16 October 1823; but not organized under 
a governmant of its own until 1? November 1823. It was attached to Hardin 
County after the Chickasaw Indian cession, and then to Madison County, Tenn- 
essee until its formation. The County seat was established by the County 
court at Hatchie Town about one mile north of the present site of Bolivar. 
Twenty-six acres were deeded to the town commissioners by William Ramsey 
on condition that he have one choice lot. This site was not permanent as a 
site that is the present town of Bolivar was chosen by the commissioners. 
The town was named for the South American Liberator, Simon Bolivar. The land 
was deeded by William Ramsey and Ezekiel Polk, each receiving a choice lot. 

The County was named for Thomas Jones Hardeman, who was a pioneer settler 
having served in the War of 1812 and was the first clerk of the County. His 
father served in the Revolutionary War and the Hardeman family was one of 
distinction. 

In histories on Tennessee, Hardeman County is given mention. One of the 
best is Samuel Cole Williams, "BEGINNINGS OF WESTERN TENNESSEE", with refer- 
ences found on pages 11 3 , 3A7, 1^8,1^9 discussing the formation of the County 
and the town of Bolivar, the county seat. Page 22? mentions the State Militia 
with Hardeman being in the l^th. Brigade of the kth. Division in 182*4- and in 
18 36 in the 22nd. Brigade. Pages 190-191 is on Religion in Western Tennessee 
and page 212 mentions J. CM. (Julius Caesar Nichols) Robertson of Hardeman 
County. 



"TENNESSEE COUSINS", A History of Tennessee by Worth S. Ray, published 
in 1950 has pages 712-713 devoted to Hardeman County, Tennessee. The families 
discussed are the Hardeman and Polk families. The commissioners of the town 
of Bolivar have mention. It serves as a general reference in brief. 

For history of the area it is good to exhaust all available books. A 
good Bibliography is "A GUIDE TO THE STUDY AND READING OF TENNESSEE HISTORY", 

by William T. Alderson and Robert H. White. "WRITINGS ON TENNESSEE COUNTIES", 
by the Tennessee State Library and Archives. The Tennessee Historical Quar- 
terly, Volume 21, pages 31-^6, features the Herbert Alexander article, "THE 
ARMSTRONG RAID including the battles of Bolivar, Medon and Britton Lane. 

Goodspeed in I887 wrote the only history for the County, this includes 
Fayette County in 9&3 pages with biographical sketches of some of the pioneer 
families of the County. Even with admitted errors, as with all compilations 
of this type, it is the best source of history and genealogy that has been 
written for this area. It either confirms a theory or sends one on in the 
search of family. This work is available on microfilm on Inter-Library loan 
if not on the shelf of the local Library. The section dealing with Hardeman 
and Fayette Counties has been reprinted in 1973* A complete set of the Good- 
speed histories for the itate is in the Library in Nashville, Tennessee. 

During Reconstruction after the Civil War, Hardeman County was called 
Bell County, Tennessee. This history may be read in the West Tennessee Hist- 
orical Society Papers, 19^7, No. 1, pages 2*1-37 by L.D. Bejach. The marriages 
performed for this period is in a volume compiled by Mr. Qulnnie Armour and 
housed in the courthouse in Bolivar, the Tennessee State Library, and the 
Memphis Public Library on McLean in Memphis, Tennessee. It is also for sale 
by the compiler. 

The Tennessee Genealogical Society in their quarterly ran a series on 
records available for Tennessee Counties. These were the WPA records that 
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including these on Hardeman County: 

General Index to Deedsl8 22-1876 
Wills and Inventories 1823-1838 
Marriage Records 1823-1838,1838-1852,1860-1870. 
The records in the courthouse are complete except for one minute book, 
one tax book and one deed book. They are a joy to work with as housed in 
a clean repository. The present clerks are sympathetic to genealogy, even 
though the space for this endeavor is limited. 

The Wills, Settlement of Estates, Administrator's bonds, Guasdlan Bonds, 
Marriage books, Tax lists are kept in the County Court Clerk's office. Thase 
have an index. The Minute Books are not indexed and require a page search 
for data sought. The tax book lists do not run altogether alphabetically. 
The original papers from the Record Docket are kept in year chronology in files 
for search. Marriage bonds and returns are in yearly sequence. The marriage 
records from the loose bonds and returns are indexed in three volumes, 1823- 
1838, 1838-1852, 1852-1859, this extra one not included in the work by WPA 
nor the volume sn Bell County plus the Freedmen's Record compiled by Mr. 
Quinnie ARmour and now in print. These books are a blessing to the genealo- 
gist. 

The newspapers date from 1866 and bound in volumes or flats by years. 
Several early editions are available on microfilm. The papers in the County 
Court Clerk's office are brittle and need gentle handling to last for several 
more years, as they have been microfilmed. In the Register, 'TENNESSEE NEWS- 
PAPERS, A CUMULATIVE LIST OF MICROFILMED TENNESSEE NEWSPAPERS IN THE TENNESSEE 
STATE LIBRARY AND ARCHIVES'*, a progress report of July I966, these papers are 
mentioned for Hardeman County?

The Grant and Survey books 
and a book compiled by the former Register, Miss Virginia (Jenny) Jernigan 
on Deeds of Churches in Hardeman County, Tennessee are found in this office. 

Deeds are sometimes overlooked as a source of delight to the geneal- 
ogist and historian for sometimes more is found in the body of a deed 
than in the body of a will for information on a family. 

Diaries of Hardeman County include the one of John Houston Bills 
reading from the checklist of Microfilm in the Tennessee State A r chives 
Revised edition I963; it runs from 1843-1871. Information about farming, 
weather, political news, family news, and records of his plantation near 
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Bolivar were carefully given in volumes. The originals are in the South- 
ern Collection of the University of North Carolina. Copies are in Men- 
phis State Library. Caruthers Diary 1861-1864, is the diary of a Confed- 
erate soldier in Captain Polk*s Battery, Tennessee Light Artillery, whose 
home was near Bolivar, Tennessee. There are several diaries prior and 
during the Civil War extant in Hardeman County, Tennessee that are ex- 
cellent for Civil War background. Diary of Mary Wood Apr.l862-Jan. 1864, 
and Diary 186^4— Sep. 10,1865 by her daughter, Fanny Wood contain infor- 
mation about life back home during the Civil War. The book, NOTES OF A 
PRIVATE, by John Milton Hubbard 1909* 19H # and now in reprint is another 
excellent book on Hardeman County history during the Civil War as the author 
taught in the Old Male Academy in Bolivar, Tennessee. 

In the supplement to this checklist, 19^5» are these items: Calvin Joaes 
Papers, among these are the letters to his wife Temperance Williams Jones 
in 1820 and 1823 when he was in Tennessee looking for lands. The letters 
are full of interesting descriptions of the country through which they 
traveled. Calvin Jones took up land in Hardeman County, Tennessee near 
Bolivar in 1832 and built his home, "Pontine", which stood where Western 
State Hospital is situated today. A booklet, "CALVIN JONES, Physician, 
Soldier and Freemason 1775-1846", has been reprinted. Henrietta Sarah 
Fitzhugh of Virginia kept a diary when she visited her relatives in Boli- 
var in 1830, which ran serially in the Bolivar Bulletin 21 November 1941 
to April 1942 by Roy Black gives an excellent picture of the town in this 
time as well as settlers. These diaries help to put " clothes on 
the skeletal genealogy of a family", by providing actual happenings in the 
time of ancestors.

Microfilm is available for 
records of Veterans of the Confederacy and Union Soldiers in the Civil War 
Collection. 

Several .Manuscripts are on file in the Bolivar-Hardeman County Library 
on Hardeman County and Bolivar. One of particular interest is the History 
of Bolivar by Terry Williamson. Another is the History of Riverside Cem- 
etery and the Founding of the Town of Bolivar with reference to William 
Ramsey, by Terry Fish. 

Census Records for the County are on microfilm from 1830-1880, 
These may be read in the Bolivar-Hardeman County Library and the Jackson-

able in both libraries. Xerox machines for making copies of data and records 
needed are in these libraries. Census for West Tennessee by Byron Sistler 
for 18 30 lists Hardeman County, it is the only census for the county in 
print.

HISTORICAL FACTS ABOUT BOLIVAR 

HATCHEE TOWN, a river village was in 1823 the seat of justice 
for Hardeman County, Tennessee. The Private Acts of that year states 
that the seat of justice for Hardeman County, Tennessee shall be callid 
"HATCHEE". 

The Commissioners Elected by the Legislature to select sites 
for the new counties in the western district for justice were; JAMES 
FENTRESS, WILLIAM MARTIN, BENJAMIN REYNOLDS, and ROBERT JETTON. They 
disapproved of this location and recommended a site one mile south on 
higher ground. 

The commissioners for laying out the new location were; WEST HARRIS, 

THOMAS JONES HARDEMAN, JOHN Y. COCKERAM, NATHAN STEELE, and JOHN H. BILLS, 

The survey was on 22 April 1825 with lots selling to produce $6,000 

for building a courthouse and jail. The name, "HATCHEE*', was retained 

but when the Legislature met in 1825» in the Private Acts, Chapter 11*4- 

page 161, the name was changed to BOLIVAR, enacted and passed 18 Oct. 

I825. The name honored the great South American Liberator, General 

Simon Bolivar.

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BRIEF SKETCHES OF MEN ¥HO HAVE FIGURED IN HARDEMAN COUNTY HISTORY 

GENERAL RUFUS POLK NEELY furnished the list of the first Magistrates 
ever qualified for Hardeman County. They were appointed by Governor 
Carroll in 1823 and are as follows: 

ELI SKA W. BOYETTE WILLIAM POLK JACOB PIRTLE 
JOHN REAGIN STEPHEN BENNETT JOHN HOUSTON BILLS 

JOHN ROSSON JOHN Y. COCKERAM 

ROBERT BOX ANDREW TAYLOR 

These were noble old gentlemen who have left their stamp upon the 
county and their descendants have filled many of the most important 
offices. 

When they organized the first County Court they elected: 
wttt.tam POT.y as Chairman. He was a man of strong will and fine judg- 
ment; the son of Colonel Ezekiel Polk and half-brother to Edwin Polk. 
Many of his immediate descendants live in Hardeman County. 
■THOMAS JONES HARDEMAN, was the first clerk ; Hardeman County was named 
for this man who was in the Creek War with Jackson, in the War of 1812 
and Hardeman County was named for him. He removed to Texas and Harde- 
man County, Texas is his namesake. 

ELISHA W. BOYETTE was Register. He came from Wayne County, North Caro- 
lina, serving from 1823-1836. 

■ JULIUS CAE SAR NTHKOTS prmEBTSON. was the first Sherriff. He had been 
the government agent for the Cherokee Nation at Maryville, Tenn. He 
came to Hardeman County in 1823* 

gggjGE GIBSON, o ne of the first appointed deputy Sherrlffs. 
JOSEPH L. ROSSON, one of the first appointed deputy Sherrlffs, was the 
son of JOHN ROSSON who for many represented this County in the Legis- 
lature and is now living in Pocahontas. 
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BRIEF SKETCHES, CONT'D: 

The first burial in Bolivar was HAMILTON CCBURN, a most excellent 



gentleman whose remains rest at the foot of a large elm tree in the 
old graveyard, east of town. (this is known as Riverside, and was deeded 
to the Town of Bolivar by one of its foundrrs, WILLIAM RAMSEY) 
GEORGE ROBERTSON, the father of Julius Caesar Nichols Robertson, a sold- 



ier of the Revolution, was buried in Riverside in 1827. 

JOHN REAGAN, was the uncle of Senator Reagan of Texas who was also 



Post Master General for the Confederate States. 

MAJOR ROBERT BOX, a man of intelligence and means settled at the head 



of ^iney Creek. Afterward, he removed to Mississippi after the re- 
moval of the Chickasaw Indians. 
ANDREW TAYLOR settled near Middleburg, he married a daughter of 



William Polk . Later, he removed to Forrest Hill in Shelby County, Term. 
JACOB PIRTLE, one of the first Justifies , came to Hardeman County, Tenn 



in 1819 with Major William Chism's colony, which settled on the N°rth 
side of Hatchie River on Clover Creek. He was the father of Isaac W, 
Pirtle, who lived to a very ripe old age and was beloved in the county. 
JOHN Y. COCKERAM, owned a fine plantation known as the "William's 



Place", west of Bolivar which he sold to Joseph John Wilkes and re- 
moved to Kentucky. 
JOHN HOUSTON BILLS, married first Prudence NcNeal, daughter of Capt. 



Thomas McNeal. He accumulated a large estate and was a prominent figure 
in the early history of the county. He wrote a most interesting Diary 
from I8U7-I87I which is a gem of agricultural history for the county. 
MAJOR WILLIAM CKCSM was a state senator in 1821 and 1823 from the 



Counties of White, Overton, and Jackson. Many descendants of this 
pioneer family resides near Toone and Cloverport. 
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BRIEF SKETCHES 

PETER HARDEMAN BURNETT, came to Hardeman County with his uncle, Biaefcstone 

Hardeman in the fall of 1826. He clerked in the hotel managed by Duguid 

Mims. Later, he served as a clerk and book keeper for William Blount 

Peck in his store on Clear Creek, ten miles from Bolivar, which he later 

bought from Mr. Peck. He became the first Governor of California. 

A book, "Recollections and Opinions of An Old Pioneer", was written 

by Mr. Burnett and is now in reprint from Da Capo Press, Inc. N.Y. , N.Y . 

COLONEL JAMES J. NEELY, was among the first physicians of the County. 

Colonel of the 14th. Tennessee Cavalry of the Confederacy and was a 

distinguished soldier. 

DR. WATT SILL T. AVERY, father of Colonel Thomas Avery, who represented 

the Memphis District in Congress, was the first physician to settle in 

Hardeman County. 

DR. GEORGE B. PETERS and BRy-THOMAS E. MOORE were also early doctors in 

the county of Hardeman. 

JOHN MILTON HUBBARD, Principal of the Male Academy in Bolivar. Served 

in the Confederacy and wrote "Notes of a Private", experiences of the 

Civil War. 

HANNAH YOUREE SHINAULT, was the first white woman to cross Hatchie 

River. She, with her husband, William Shinault, settled southwest of 

Hickory Valley in 1820, near what we know as the "Bush Campground", 

today. She is buried in Woods Cemetery. 

EDWIN CRAWFORD, was the pioneer teachFr of Hardeman County, with the 

first school in the Shinault neighborhood 1823-1824. 

W.E. BUTLER, entered two strips of land leading to Hatchie River. A road 

built on these strips was the Hatchie Turnpike leading to Jackson, Tena 

At this place Builer*s Ferry was opened and operated until 1833* 
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EZEKIEL POLK, a Revolutionary soldier came to Hardeman County, Tennessee 
with his son, William Polk, sons-in-law, Thomas Jones Hardeman and 
and Thomas McNeal and settled on Pleasant Run Creek near Bolivar. His 
residence in the County was brief as he died 31 Aug* IB 2*4- • He is re- 
membered for his unusual epitaph, which he composed himself. 
RUFUS POLK NEELY , came with his grandfather, Ezekiel Folk to the County 
becoming the County Clerk which office he held 32 years. He was also 
a brilliant soldier anf railroad builder. Captain of Co. B., **th. Tens 
Confederacy and promoted to Colonel in May 1861. 

GENERAL CALVIN JOKES , distinguished officer in the War of 1812, came to 
Hardeman County in 1819 and later settled here, building his home/'Poni- 
tine", khere Western State Hospital stands today. 

WEST HARRIS, the progenitor of a noted family in the early history of 
Hardeman County, came with his son, JMMES B. HARRIS, filled the office 
of Sherriff , County Court Clerk and Chairman of the County Court. 
AUSTIN MILLER, came in 182*+ to Hardeman County from Middle Tennessee 
and was the first lawyer to settle here. He became a planter in Tun- 
ica Co. Mississippi. He served as Circuit Judge from 1836-1837. His soft 
Charles Austin Miller became Secretary of State of Tennessee and wrote, 
'The Official Manual of The State of Tennessee", which is the basis for 
our political history, until 1890. 

PITZER MILLER, came to Hardeman County in 1826 from East Tennessee and 
was called the Merchant Prince of Bolivar. He is remembered as a kind 
and thoughtful man"who never ground the face of the poor',' and amassed 
a great fortune in his lifetime. 

CAPTAIN THOMAS MCNEAL , fahter of Jamor Ezekiel Polk McNeal settled on 
Hatchie River just north of Bolivar, where he bought a tract of land 
from Peter Swanson in 1821. Upon this land he built hi3 residence

AND on this same tract of land was located the first Hatches Town, 
also the first cemetery. Here the first court held in Hardeman County 
was in his house. Other sites have been stated, but this one is the 
authentic site. 

EDWARD BURLESON , who lived near Whiteville. He went to Texas in 1329 
becoming the second President of the Republic of Texas , and was a 
General in the war for Texas Independence. 

EGBERT HAYWOOD OSBORNE , was a poet, Baptist preacher, soldier and law- 
yer. He is best remembered for his poem, "Wizard of the Saddle", for 
General Nathan Bedford Forrest. He was a most eloquent orator. 
JUD GE JAMES FENTRESS , FRANCIS FENTRESS , were sons of DAVI D FENTRES S: 
JO HN R. FENTRESS, their uncle and brother of David, were a brilliant 
family of lawyers. 

VAL ENTINE D. BARRY , was Solicitor General for the Fifteenth District 
from 1823-1311. His son, HENRY W. BARRY , was also a noted lawyer. The 
Barry's were noted for their eloquence. 

ROGER BARTON t served as Attorney -General of the Eleventh District 
in 1336. He removed to Holly Springs, Mississippi where he became 
the foremost criminal lawyer of his time. He died in Holly Springs 
and is buried there in the old cemetery. 

GEORGE W. HARDIN , who lived at Whiteville had two sons, GEORGE W. 
HARDIN, JR. and JESSE HARDIN, who were lawyers at Bolivar. He and 
his sons were excellent lawyers. 

ROBERT HENRY WOOD , was a Captain in the Confederate Army and prac- 
ticed law before and after the Civil War. He was, perhaps, the most 
successful lawyer and practitt z.er that ever lived in the County. 
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OLD RESIDENCES OF HARDEMAN COUNTY, TENNESSEE 

We are indebted to Thomas Postell Campbell, for the following 
information, concerning some of the first residences of Bolivar. 
His memory does not go back to the erection of these residences, but 
his information is from pioneer citizens and from records found in 
the courthouse. Mr Campbell was born in I85I and died I9A8. 

In the early settlement of the town, there were no wells, and 
citizens were dependent on a bold spring for their water supply. This 
spring, which still flows, is located in the southeast corner of the 
original town, and in close proximity to it the first residences were 
built. Water Street leads to this spring. 

The old "RED TAVERN", located on the brow of the hill overlook- 
ing the spring, which housed many distinguished visitors in the early 
days and is still remembered by a few of older citizens, was ene of 
the first houses erected. 

Another old residence is one built of log by John Houston Bills 
in 1823 and later weatherboarded still stands and is the Hazlegrove 
home. It was the first post-office for Hni^var, for here the stage- 
coach driver pitched the mail bag on the porch as the road passed so 
near the house. 

In the same year a residence was built by Dr. Waitsell Avery on 
the site where Union Cemetery is now located. Not a vestige of this 
house remains. 

The old I.M, Emerson residence which stands as a reminder of the 
past, was built a few year3 later on the Bills' original entry. 

The present Episcopal Rectory is another of the old-timers. It 
was erected in 1835*

Dr. Thomas E. Moore, retired from the Drug business and recommended 
his successor, CHARLES M. 0*HARA. 

The Bulletin was an advocate of good roads and free bridges and 
complimented the county court for taking steps to purchase the ferry- 
over Hatchie River, on the Bolivar and Jackson road, and erect a 
free bridge. Referring to roads again the editor says: "What about 
the road from Bolivar to Macon's Mill — the road over which at 
least one-half of our fuel is hauled? (for those not familiar with 
this type of fuel; it was wood! ) Let us look after the old road 
and the old levee". 

A fund to raise money to put a new clock and a new bell in the dome 
of the new courthouse was being pursued. The sum of $6^0.00 was 
promised by citizens, none of which had been collected, though con- 
sidered good. The proceeds of a concert given on November 23rd. were 
on deposit with Bills & Hill for safe keeping. "This, together with 
the sum subscribed, most of which is collectable, will amount to $780.00 
but it will take at least $1,000 to put in proper shape the proposed 
clock and bell. Will not our men of wealth increase their subs- 
criptions? If not, will not our ladles get up a series of straw- 
berry suppers, or something of the kind for the purpose above men- 
tioned? 

On Dec. U-, I869 this article appeared, Last week, Mr. W.T. (?), 

contractor finished his work on the big clock in motion in the dome 
of the courthouse. It is the wonder and pride of all. Thanks is due 
Mr. Fentress for the many efforts put forth by him to secure us the 
clock. The town clock and bell strikes night and day and can be heard 
for miles around.

The county court awarded Pitzer Miller the contract for grading and 
fencing court square. 

An account of a wedding was given, the marriage of R.S. Bullock to 
Kiss Ella Joyi the Reverend Mr. Mullaly of the Presbyterian Church 
officiating, "and while he was affixing the holy seal of his sacred 
calling to the compact between two souls with but a single thought, 
the following persons stood near and were willing witnesses to the 
solemnity of the interesting scene: James Adams, Miss Florence Joy,

Neely, Miss Mary ones. 

Moses Parrish, the editor of the Bulletin decided to move westward

ure said, "the love of adventure and the hope to gain prompts us to 
yield the way so long trod by our unworthy feet, to one whom we know 
will greatly improve the paper and make it more than ever the mouth- 
piece of old Hardeman, the best county in the state of Tennessee". 
James Toone, Jr., offered for sale his saw mill, one mile north of 
Bolivar on Hatchie River, just above the Mississippi Central Rail 
road. The capacity of the mill was 7000 feet per day. The price 
of lumber was $20.00 per 1000 on the yard. 

The foundations for an elegant block of business houses for feeon 
Bills, Wood & McNeal, with offices for Drs. Moore & Tate were be- 
ing laid on Market Street.

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LETTERS OF DR. DANIEL STPEHENS, ST. JAMES EPISCOPAL CHURCH 

The following letters from Dr. Daniel Stephens relates 
some of the hardships and struggles he endured in the organ- 
ization of St. James Parish. 

Bolivar, Tennessee 
April 1, 18 3^ 

Rev. Bishop Otey, 

Franklin, Tennessee 

Rt. Rev. and Very Dear Sir: 

As Missionary at Bolivar, I proceed to make out a brief re- 
port of my labors and other circumstances during the first 
quarter, a copy of which substance has been sent to W. Van Pelt. 

I cannot at present give a very interesting account of thp 
prospects of the church at this place. We have not yet or- 
ganized a church, thinking it would be more expedient to delay- 
it to the middle of this month when Bishop Otey and some of 
our clergy will visit us. 

I have had service every Sabbath day and sometimes twice 
in the courthouse, though very cold and uncomfortable, until 
lately, when I have been interrupted by other preachers, who 
make appointments as they please, there being no other preach- 
ing place in town? but some of our friends talk of renting 
a room for us, where we can have regular preaching without 
interruption. Our population in this place is of a singular 
cast, though intelligent. They have hitherto not been in the 
habit of going to hear any kind of preaching, neither man nor 
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women, and on certain occasions certain ladies said they "would 
rather go to the ball than to hear old Stephens read!V 

When I first began, the audience was very small, but it 
has been increasing ever since and I have better congregations 
than any other sectarian preacher here. At first, some of the 
people begged me not to preach often, at least not more than 
once in two weeks. There were very few seats prepared, and 
sometimes no fires, I had occasionally to go and seek wood 
and fire after I had gone to preach and to urge the people to 
walk in out of the street, who said it was "too cold", I had 
occasionally to find the seats myself, and to turn up a chair 
upon a bench for a pulpit, and matters in that respect are 
not much better yet. 

But still I think the appearances are favorable, and 
I shall be very busy in my duty till you arrive, when I ant- 
icipate much good, I have distributed several prayer books 
and the responses are tolerably sustained, I have mentioned 
the subject of a Sunday School, but the people seem to be 
opposed to it. The time has not quite arrived for com- 
mencing it with success. I hope after a short time that a 
majority of our population will respect the preaching of the 
gospel and that we shall gain faster ground. 

My subscription, I believe, is but $85.00 for the pres- 
ent year. Communicants about 6, funerals 3, marriages 1.

Rt. Rev. and Very Dear Sir: 

I have just finished my report to the Missionary Society 
of New York and informed the secretary that I do not expect 
any more missionary salary. As it is so short a time since 
our convention, and so little of importance has transpired 
except the death of General General Jones, I have not made 
out any report to you. I took several weeks vacation to 
rest and improved my health and strength a little. I have 
been preaching regularly since. As you intimated to me at 
the convention that my missionary salary ought to cease, 
you will hereby receive my resignation. I am truly thank- 
ful for the long favors I have received, especially as my 
labors have not been very successful in building up the 
Church as to visible members. Ky congregation has made 
a great effort to raise my salary to $200.00, but hhis 
would not support a single man. But, I must trust the 
promise, "the Lord will provide", four long obligated 
friend and brother.

DR. DANIEL STEPHENS LETTERS, CONT'D: 

Dr. Stephens, who was a most learned, dutiful man, moved to 
Bolivar from Columbia, Tennessee. The transfer was in two 
wagons sent by General Calvin Jones, who stated upon arrival 
that "one was filled with children add the other with books." 
While serving his church as rector, so meager was his salary 
he was compelled to supplement it by teaching school, keep 
a drug store. His family, though large, was very talented. 
Among his children were: 

M rs. Pitzer Miller of Bolivar to whom he left the portrait of 
his son Abednego Stephens, who died as a very young man. 
Mary Cooper, Fannie Martin Neely; William H. Stephens, 
Daniel Stephens, James Stephens, John Stephens, and Thomas 
Stephens. 

DR. Stephens is buried in Polk Cemetery, Bolivar, Tennessee 
and has descendants in Western Tennessee and Mississippi to- 
day. (1973). 

A haadaoae Gothic, St. James Episcopal Church, the second 
edifice erected on the present site is one of the historic 
places of Bolivar, Tennessee completed in 1870. In its 
interior is a memorial window to Dr. Stephens and a bronze 
tablet near the altar, to his memory and service.

by express by reason of QUARANTINE IN GRAND JUNCTION, the paper 

did not get to press until late this afternoon. 

12 Sgp. I878--NO YELLOW FEVER, keep cool..... 

19 Sep. I878 Quarantine rules of this place are being strictly 

enforced. Yellow Fever excitement has to be 

abating in our streets. 
19 Sep. I878 One hundred and forty dollars in money and med- 
icine have been collected in town for the Grand Junction sufferers. 
Middleburg and Hickory Valley are deserted of their inhabitants. 
They are right to flee before the scourge. 

26 Sep. I878— Mail trains from the south is not allowed to stop 
here. Grand Junction is as deeply afflicted by the fever as 
any place in the whole infected area.
